Washington, April 3.—Army re­ 
organization plans upon which the 
war department is now' working, it | 
was learned, provide for an air ser­ 
vice with approximately 1,700 air­ 
planes in actual commission and a 
minimum available reserve of 3,400 
additional planes. 
This 
is 
based 
upon the proposed military estab­ 
lishment of 509,000 men, in w hich 
total the air service personnel will 
be 1,923 officers and 21.853 men. 
The 
organization 
tables 
show' 
that the air forces on a peace basis 
will be comprised 
of 87 
service 
squadron!;, of which 42 will be as­ 
signed to coast defense wrork in the 
United States and insular posses­ 
sions, 20 will be pursuit squadrons 
and 25 observation 
and 
bombing 
sguadrons. 
The typical army air­ 
plane squadron includes 18 planes 
in service and their personnel. 
The tables also call for the main­ 
tenance of 42 balloon companies, 
divided into three wings of 14 com­ 
panies each. 
The general plan of reorganiza­ 
tion calls for 21 divisions, includ­ 
ing one cavalry unit of nine regi­ 
ments, to be formed into five army 
corps, each to be commanded by a 
lieutenant general. 
To each corps 
will be attached five observation 
and 
bombing 
squadrons 
of 
air 
planes and four pursuit squadrons, 
representing a wing formation for 
each type of machine. 
This will give the air service def­ 
inite recognition as the fourth arm 
of the line or combat forces of the 
army, the others being the old trio 
of artillery, cavalry and infantry. 
All other units 
are 
supplemental 
forces, generally known as auxil­ 
iary staffs or staff corps troops. 
The tactical formation of the air­ 
plane branch of the 
air 
service 
will be in squadrons, 
groups 
and 
wings and the balloon section in 
companies, groups and wings. The 
formation is elastic, however, about 
the squadron, as circumstances re­ 
quire, forming a group aud two or 
more groups a wing. The same ar­ 
rangement prevails with infantry 
divisions. 
Machines in sufficient number to 
equip all the air units planned for 
are now being stored at the various 
aviation fields retained by the gov­ 
ernment.
